A BRIEF HISTORY OF WASATCH COUNTY FRO ITS SETTLEMENT AND ESPUOCTALLY 


OP TELLER CINY by Wiliam Lindsey 


Nuch of the early history is talon fron the journal of John Crook who ws one 
of the original band of Pioneer sctilers and ws o:.e of the 19 mon who with their 
fonilics wintored here in 1659 called at that tiuo Provo Valley. He says in the 
winter of 1657 a meeting ws held in Provo by mon who had no land and who destined to 
venture making new homes in that hich cold clinate whore it was claimed thero ws 
frost overy month of the year. 

Prosidont's Youngs advice was to sottle uhrover possible to raise crops of grain

rain the attackes of the Indians, It 
ms luow that the land here was good and wator plentiful, Bub they had no proof 
Unt uheat could be matured. Dut these non had feith to bolievo that with the 
‘lessings of the Lord they would suceced and they w re ready and willing to make 
ùo attempt as earloy as possible in tho spring of 1059. There wore a few mon tho 
had wintored stock: in the valloy a yoar or two before this Wns M Wall th. Meeks, 
Vn, Cummings and Joseph Parker buty thoy wore all very doubtful about reising 
wicat in the climate, Charles Shelton ond Alo: Wilkins are also said to have a 
ranch house all these wore in what is now the Charleston Ward where they could but 
(Crass on the river bottons, 

Provo Valley had been used as a swnor herd gromd for the people of Provo and 
and vicinity for a number of years. Tc land in what ws ater called the Novth 
ficlds had beon surveyed by local ion late in 1853 and early in 1859 into ten, 
twenty and forty acre plots so that tho lend elaine could be ostabished, And the 
cost of the surveying was the only oxponse for the land at that tine. 

The men who attended the meeting in Provo in 1658 appointed Was Mools to bo 
thoir leader whon thy would come up ilo valloy in the following spring and that 
ell would make proparations for maling a stort as carly as possiile iringing their 
vivos and cht'laten, cous pigs, chiclons ac wll as plows, harrows ond furniture with 


whe avoved intention of making the’: future honos here if the Lord would bless then 


wk 
in t oir labors and tempor the eleucut for their sckes and make it possible for then 


to neture crops to sustain thomsolies and their families, The spring of 1859 however 
was late so it was the last dey of April whon a mall company of elevon men with 3 
wagons end oxen for teams left provo to come up Provo Canyon into this valley to make 
a start and prove whether or not thoy would be successfull in raising those things 
needful to support life and mate a confortable homes for their families, 

Those mon wer Thomas Rasbond, dhn Crock, Charlos N Corrall, John Carlie, John 
Jordan, Henry Chatwin, Jesse Bond, Jones Carlile, W, Giles Jra and a man naned Carpenter 
also Goorge Carlile, 

They had a very bad road and soveral snowslides to pass over in provo Canyons - 

In fact they had to meougile the weons in somo places and take then ovor the snowslides 
in so, erate tpebbewjecs-yede-vere—Jasd-wp parts which mado vory hard work for the 

non and their ox teams, It was tho third day when they reached the open volloy and to 
thoir surprise t ey fowtd 2 mon plowing and who had been plowing fôr 2 days, Their 
nanes were Janos Davis and Robort Drcadhcad thoy hha 2 yoko of oxen for a teams Tyo 
other non had also plowed a day or tuo on Conter Greek they wore Josoply Parker and 

Yn Cunings with ox teams also. 

This little compeny went on to a spring one milo north of where the city of 
Veber now stands and made thoir conp as tlis ws near to what thoy considered the best 
Jond in the valley. This lend ws covorcd with sage brush in some places very thick 
and hard to clean, As their camp wes the largest in the valley and most of then were 
frp, England they called it london ond the Spring sill retains thet name. They each 
nade their claims to 20 and 40 acros of the land and wt to work in earncst. Plowing 
and sowing with hope and faith that thoy would reap a harvest in the fall. While 
cotvting thelr crops Planted they camped near the spring in their tents and wagonga 
A tam site had also boon surveyed as soon as possilile t ey began to buildlog cabins 
ond prepare for winter, ‘Thoy deeidcd to Wild close together in a fork shape as to 
be able to protect themsoles fron the Indians if need boy the north west corner of 
the tounsite was selected as the place to imild the fort which at first was 2 blocks 
long and 2 blocks wide, Tho housos wore closo togethor with openings to let their

Le ground in coffee mills or boiled snd waton whole with miik, Host of the fonilies . 
hod ono ox more couse Qie of tio kerdoct Jobs those non bad to do was to provide hay 
for thoir oxon end cows during the vinter nontls. Tho only graso they could got ` 
Grey in wet svenpy plecos ond all iod to cnt by hond with seythes which was the 
vory hardes kind cf works 
Thore wes quito a nuxbor of non whio cazo and raised rops and built houses that 
sumer but vont back to Provo for b o vinter rathor than provide hay for their cattle 
during the long winter and to bo sh ut oub from the rest of the world for nonthis f i 
The nemes of those who with their failles stayed in the valley in the wintor of 
1859 are Thomas Rasbend, John Crook, Ce N, Carroll Elizabeth Carlile, John Jordany. 
Alox Sessions, Bradford Sessions, liyrum Oakes John Lee, Richard Jones, Janes Davis 
We Davidson, James Laird Elisha Thones, Jones Carlile end Jane Clotworthy a widow 
Charlos, C.. Thomss then single live? with kis brothor Elisha and George Corlile 
and Elias Cox, 
Jesse Bond and Robert Broadhead then single went to Provo as did quite a mmber 
of others, Jokn Cerlilo got soriously hurt while crossing tho Provo river in June 1859 
end he died in the valley. A child of Sariah Crooks had diod in Jime 1859 being 
the first death muong the sottlers hero, David Wood was the first man to plow 
on the west side of the Provo rivor in this valley. Others besides him raised anall 
crops but all went back to the lower valleys for the winter. Those who live in the 


shis 
fort in the northwost cornor of what wo now call Heber were the only. ones who wintered 
here in.1659,.A:cording to John Crooks notos and as. far.as known he was.the only- man 
the valley at that tims who toch noto of the weather and other conditions in those 
early dayse- i - raien gh e eee sn wie oni DE 

Quite a nuaber.of men who c2.e into tho valley-in 1859 -and. seeurod jand and. some 
who-even built log cabins never camo back having became discouraged for some causes 
Elias Cox and Zohn Hamilton aro given credit for building the first houses in the fort 
The first white child bor in ihe valley was Mimpanogos Datidson daughter of Wm and Ellen 
Davidson, and the first child born in the fort ws Sarah Crock daughter of John and 
Mary Giles Crook, The first winter in the valley was a long and dreary one for those 
who remained. The snow fell early and deepencd for 3 or 4 months they vere entirely 
with out communication with the rest of tho world, However they had their little 
meetings on tie Sabbath day and at oilter times in their simple sincere way tried to 
cheer and encourage each other as Lost they could, It was releted thet near the end 
of March 1660 the snow was still doop and no sims of spring and some wore getting 
discouraged they held a mecting in Thomas Rabhands house and during the meeting they 
prayed sincerely and earnestly that the Lord would hear their prayers and cause the 
snow to pass away very soon and tho spring time come that their famished oxen and 
cows might got grass to eat and that they themselves could again got in touch with 
thr feiends in the lower vallies, And before the meoting was dismissed water 
vas dripping from the eaves of the house and thoy felt sure their prayers had been 
heard and answered. 

In the spring 1860 quite a large nuabor of new people came to make their homes 
in the new valley, They had heard that grain crops had been raised here tke year 
before and that good land and water to irrigate it was plentiful and cheap, And they 
were anxious to secure land and wake thomsclvos homes while there was such a good 
Chance to do this. Wm Meeks who had boen choson as their leador before they left 
Provo never made a real home in the valley. So early in 1860 Wa, M, Well was 
ap rointed presiding Bider and ho chose John M Murdock and fames Laird as cowmselors 
at that time there were somo 200 iiumdrod people here making honos and putting in

cropse Early in July they began to talk about colebrating the 24th end somo suggested 
building a bowery for that purpose but Jom Murdock sata he would sugcost that thoy 
build a meeting house that would anaunr that purpose and also as a school house and 
& dexec hall also for theaters and all linds of gathorings, This suggestion ws 
heartily approved and all hands wont to vork with a viil and had it ready for their 
24th celebration ani answered all purposes for some ycarfa It was 20 by 40 fect 
with large open firo place anë chimney in each end big onough to take in wood 3 to 4 
foet long. About this time thoy decided to call thoir little tow leber in honor of 
lisber C Kimball who at thet tine ins first co ngolor to president righan Youngs 

In 1660 the groator part of the north fi8ld ws put under cultivation end fairly 
geod crops raised the whoai however was somowiet shrumken by the eerly frosts but 
ovill could bo used toimeke flour. Tho first throsing machine js brought her by 
Sidth and Bullock it wos gold and thrashed very slowly using horses for power » The 
grain afberuards had to be rwn through a faming mill to soperzte the wheat fron the 
chaff and that was turned by hand which made threshing a very sluw process. Some cf 
the grain did not get thrashed bofore winter sot in, By this time most of the land 
in the north fiBid being claimed it was necessary to fence in to protcet thoir exops 
as oxen and cows had to find thoir feod on the ranges during the susmer e An ostinato 
was nade end it was found thet a rod of fenco for each acre of and was required to 
enclose the field and each person was required to build fenco accordingly. ‘In thia 
wy the field ims enclosed Fenco viewers wore voted in as officers under the law to 
compel poople if need be to maie and keep in repair a lawful fence, People who could 
not take thoir wheat to a Provo gristtll wore still grinding wheat in a coffee miil 
or boiling it end cating it whole wit! milk. Theso wore busy days for every body 
naking roads into tho canyons to Get poles to mako fences, To get logs to build houses 
states end barns to sholter their stock through the cold winter months and provide 
hay for the oxen and cows which wes tho nsecssary kolp to mako thelr living. 

the first marriage in tho valley ocewed on Christmas day 1860, When Charles 
Ce Thomas and Emeline Sessions yore married, Thoy were married by Thomas Ragbands 


Another couple were married in the evening of that day at Center Creek, by Silas 
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Sith they woro Marley Mecks and a Mis Doudal, ‘The following winter was not as lonely 
md ároary as had been the previous one. Now they numbored some 200 sould and had 
their regular meetings schools, dances and theatres to instruct and amuse thensolves 
through the Long winter mouths, A man named John M Young was the first school 
teachor and of course the meotving houso was the school room and the seats wore very 
vough Lonches or stools aid desks fastened to the mill, 

Ta 1061 Josoph S urdiock ws ordatiusd a Mshop ty Brigham Young and sent here 
to ovgeiacé a werd and taku chargo of it he canoe carly in the year and chose as his 
counselors Join W/ Witt and T houas Rasband and Henry Hamilton as Was Clorks 

Move new sovvlers cano that spring and pecple began to buila outside the fort so 
they could have gurdens. T hat your Epirain Saith and Une P Roynold oroctgd a chopper 
run uy horse peower to chop whcat for those whe cold not go to the Provo liil1, This 
was a great holp to those whe had been grinding thoir wheat in coffee mills, Tho first 
Lrldge over the Provo river was build in 1061 it wis located six miles north of Heber 
ou the road to Salt Leko City, A wagon road was also made through Provo Cangon and 
toll was charged so much for wagens, Cattle, horses or sheep passing cver the roads 

In 16¢1 a cooperative shcep heard was organized John Me Murdock toing the the 
chicf pronoter of the ewtcrprigc and he also cared for the shcep during the sumer 
uonths. In later years he toch tie sheep for enough south to wintor out without 
boing fod hay, This provel a great, bonefir to the commmity as most of thom kopt a 
foy skuop to furnish wol to Le spun end woven into cloth called jean, When mixed with 


catton yarn for warp in the weaving and this kind of cloth was worn by every body in 


Thore was much labor required in getting this kind of cloth made, Even after 
the wool was sheared from the shoop it lad to be washed and scoured seated by hand into 
rolls then gpun ints yarn Lofsic it wis sent to tho weaver, Practically all this 
work was dene Ly the wouen folks ond for c loving tag alder, rabbit brush ond Indigo 
wore used to make variety. 

Willian Aird wes the first ecmamity weaver byt people had to Piah cotton 


yarn to go with the wilen yarn, Ghocs in those day were very hard to get many used 


affa 
moccasins made from buckskin also buci:sikin breeches. About 1872 a tamnery was builte 


All had log houses with dirt roofs and floors and open fireplace in one end and a chimney 
A few lots and pans and a bake skillet to bake the bread ing Stools or benches were 
nade by splitting wide sticks and smoothing them with an a ax end boring holes to put the 
legs. Table in much the game way. Of course as soon as they could get sawed boards the 
rough things were cast aside, , i 
Up to the years 1860 or 1861 emigrants coming to Utah usually had to furnish their 
oun @x teams and wagon with which to cross the plains from the Missouri river to Utah, 
But from that time till the railroad came into Utah men and teams were sent back from 
Utah each year to bring the emigrants across the plains, As many as 500 men and teams have 
been sont in one year nearly all ox teams with four yoke of oxen on each wagon, ‘These 
teans were made up by practically the whole people. One man furnished an oxen or a yoke 
of oxen until four yoke were go together and some man would furnish the wagon and some 
man was called to drive the team. It took about 5 months to make the journey there and 
back. In 1861 three men and teams were sent from Heber the men were Jesse B ond, Elisha 
#ve- Thomas and George Carlile, ‘These Men vere called by the Bishop as a missions 
In 1861 John Young a brothor of Pres. Young caze to Heber and organized the High 
Priest quorum with Elisha Averett as President of the quormm. In 1862 he moved away. 
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and Join M Murdock was appointed he chose as counselors Thomas Todd and John Jordan and 
Willian Aird clerk of the quorum., 

A few new sottlers kept coming and a few becane discouraged and moved away on account 
of the carly frost and the pppulation. Of courso there were many hardships and tntells: 
that had to be endured by these who remained in making new homes in a new valley where 
tko summers were short and the winters long and roads, bridges fences and ditches all had 
to be make k 

The wintor of 1861 and 1862 was an extra long one the snow fell to tie depth of 
noarly 4 feet right in tho valley. Joln Crook in hi s notes says sveral men went from 
here on mnow shoes to tle April Conference that year and fhe first plowing done in the 
velley that year was on the 4th day of May 1862. Tho Provo river was higher than it 
Las been since and a new road that kas been made the year before was mostly washed

out by the high water in the river that yeare 

The bill passed by the Utah legislature creating or organgzing Wasatch County in Jane 
1862 so I was inforned by the Secretary of State M He Welling in Sept 1929. Our County 
records state that Joln We Witt having been authorized called a special meeting in Heber on 
Feb. 22 1862 and proceeded to appointing the different officers required in a county 
organization, As select men Thomas Todd James Duke and John He Van Wagoner. As assessor 
Bohn Harvey. As sherriff Snellign M Johnson as county clerk Charles Shelton, as Treasurer 
Hohn M Murdock as surveyor John Sessions, as prosecuting attorney C.e Ne Carroll and as 
Swperintondent of schools Thomas Il, Giles. The Probate Judege who was Jobn We Witt. then 
divided the county into 2 precincts No. 1 and 2, All the county east of the Provo Riveer 
was designated asprpeeines precinct Na. 1 and all west of the river as precinct No. 2 
As justico of the peace in precinct No, 1 Thomas Rasband with Zermira Palmer as constable, 
Horton Jacoba justice in precinct No. 2 and Sidney Epperson as constable. 

In March 1861 Henry Melillien sen. wes appointed road Supervisor for Wasatch County 
and Thomas Todd end John Duke as fonce viewors for precinet No. 1 and Jeremiah Robey and 
Jobn Feweett for precinct No, 2 The judge's pay at that tive was $3.00 por day and the 
clorl: go $2.00 and the select men $156. i 

The spring being so late and the water in the rivers so high made it quiet late when 
the teams got stabted back to the Missouri river after emigrants. Three teams wore sent 
fron Heber John Turner, Calvin Henry and Jacob were the teemster. Early in 1862 Jobn He 
Van Wagoner finished building a grist mill at Snake Greek lower sottlenent but it had 
no way of seperating the smut from the wheat so the flour mafie was very dark but people 
vere glad to get it and while the river was so high that teams could not cross Henry 
Helilin built a boat end arraned it so grist could bo sent and brought back in the boat. 
lien helping on the other side. He also built the first saw mill in the valley Willian 
M Well and James Adams wore the ownerse It wos in Genter Greek Canyon, The spring being 
lato mado the harves late also. But tle wheat maturod before the frost came. The roads 
boing wished out so badly made it very bad going to Provo with a wagon and team never 
ti closs a fow more people kept coming here to make homes, Several emigrant families came that 
fall emong which were Uncle Thomas Gilos and family. The Lindsay and Montgomery families, 


Mark Jeffs and his father also. All come to make their homes heros

From the time tho meotigghouse wos built meetings wore held regularly on Sunday and 


were generally well attended, A11 wore members of the Church end full faith in the gospel 
and in their leader Brighaa Young. So thoy enjoyed meeting together on Sundsy in meetings 
but also in Ul.cir dances and theatres. A theatrical Company was organized probable in 1860 
of local men ard wonen who put on very good plays to amuse the people often especally in 
the winter season John Crook, Janes Duke, CoN. Carroll and Join Galligher were leaders 

in that line also Jo'n Jordan. 

John Crook wos the first ckoir leader ond he held that position for many years and 
Thomas lie Giles was the first Superintendent of the Sunday School. The Deacons in those 
dys chopped tle wood and made the fires in the meeting house and that took reat hard work in 
the winter months. The fireplace to keep the house warm during meting time and also for 
Sunday school which was then hold in the afternoon and the meetings in the forenoone Accorde 
ing to our County records the assessed valuaiion of the properpy in this county for 1863 was 
$53,572.00 Which shows that wo hove made a wonderful increase in that lino. Quite a 
nunber of our citizens are worth noro than that alone and are otill striving to get mores 
From the county reeords wo learn that in 1663 Williem M Wall applied to the Rrobate court 
for a grant to use round valley as a herd ground for cattle and horses and the privelege 
was granted, Just about thet time a mmer of others epplied for end were given the 
privelege of useing Strewborry and othor parts of the county for grazing purposes. At that 
tine Wasatel: County extended to the line between Colorado and Utahs, That year more teams wore 
sent back after emigrants but we are not sure as to who the men were who went back but 
think William Guumings and Thomes Galligher and one or two others went that year and as 
usuall tle teoms were made up by quite a number furnishing parr of the teaus. People 
censrally were very willing to help by this time most of the people had got floors in 
tleir housos and a few began to got shingles b on the roofs of the housese A man named 
David Stovongon made shingles by hand w ich was a slow processe People wore amzlous 
to disenrd the dirt roofs as soon as possibly. 

As people were began to feel moro safe from Indian attacks they began to move outside 
the city dmtats limits. A mubor of families had settled on Conter Crook as early as 1860 
Also quite a number of Cherleston and a fev on Daniel Creck. There were also two settlements 


formed across the Provo river celled upper and lower settlements:on Snake Creeka But ab the 


tine of tie Bladk iow: wee in EA ticy noval to ether and czllod the new town Midway. 

In 1863 the spring cane ecrlier ond crops thet year vere good ad they were mostly 
hervestod in August that yoare Neorly a month earlier than tho yoar before. However they 
still had a hard time to get their grain threshod with the kind of machineg that they had. 
Willian Pe Roynolds hed brouplit anotl.cr machine but it was no better than the other one. 

Tle grein still4 had to bo doperated by hand with a fanning mill, Grain often had to 
stand in tio stack all winter as they could not thresh when the deep snow cares 

Whea The Johnston army that come to Utah end made thelr comp at Fairfield in Utah 
C ounty up to 1861 when the civil war broke out they were disbanded and most of then 
hurried back to the state to take port in the wr, Most of their wagons were left in Utah 
end sold very cheap and many of the people here were supplied with tess goverment wagons 
thoy wore henvy and strong and ali right for canyon work with ox teams. Some of the soldiers 
on their way to tlo states witi: teans came up Provo Canyon and passed through Hober and while 


in Heber they buried the body of a woman in a shallow grave Dear where the Jeffs hotel now stand: 


It was supposed they had killed her to get rid of her in their gadwush to got tack to take 
part in ibe ware Quite a muiber of young wanen were ruined by tie soldiers while they renainod 
in the territory. Of course in other wys the people of Utah were benefitted in a temporal. 
SONS. 

The year 1864 was an averago ono for crops of all kinds, The Indians although visiting 
quite often in tic mumers vere peaceable and friendly. Of course some stock on the hills 
went missing at times ard peopl had good reason to believe the Indians took them, The men 
called to go back after emigrants that year as far as wo can learn vere George T. Giles 
Isaac Baum Jol:n Muir, and Oscar Wood. A few more settlers kept coming each yeer so we kept 
gaining somewhat in population ag the years went by. About this time horses and m‘leg bogan 
to bo used as teams although very fow of the horses weighed more then a thousand pounds. 

Very little coal had been used kore up to this time as wood was plentiful seme of it 
hard wood like oak, maple and makopny and it wms 35 miles to Coalville where coal ould 
be got. About tlis time also quite a number of people sont back east for cooking stoves by 
len who went back on Purpose wiih temus iọ bring freight of allkinds for thengelves and . 
oticrse Trey got tired of tie bako skillet and the fireplaes Jesse Bond, Thomas Nichol 


and Jemes Shanks were men who vont back after freight. It wes several years hovever after t his 
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before either tiose tem:s or coovins stoves exme into genera use here. A wagon with a 
spring seat in it ws quite a novelty and up to tia. time light spring wagons and carriages 
wero seldom soon in this section of tko countyy. There were probably a few of t ese in or near 
Balt Lal.e Citye 

The first stone house was built in leber in 1863 or 1864, It was built by John Hamilton 
Jobn W Witt built one soon after and it is still standing at 3 north and 2 nd west. 
In 1864 work was begun on 2 stone scliool houses called the upper and lower school houses, 
Ti.c upper stood where t:e first ward mecting Louse now standse It wes finished in 1865 and 
was used for yeors as a neeting louso as well as a schoolhouse, The lower schoolhouse 
was built just souti. of J, Witts and sci.col was kept in it for many years also finally 
it wes taken dow. To make a lit le nonoy or store pay people about tiis time began to 
haul bark, fire wood stone flocs and otier t:ings to Salt Lake City but it took four days 
witi. ox teams to maie the round trip. . 

Jokn Crook and William Forman owned tke Lake Greek Quarry and furnisl.ed dimension 
stone of aJl kinds to Salt Lake City, for meny years before cement came into use in Ttahe 

In 1865 Pres, Young and party visited Keber for the second time he had visited here in 
1863 and he always had timely comsol to impart to the people, When peopl learned of Frese 
Youngs coming everyone turned ou: a dey or two befora to fix up the bridges and throw all . 
te ssones oft of the roadway and whitowash their log cabing. lis visit was the cause 
of much work being doze on the roads. Or course at that time every man between the ages 
of 18 and 50 were required by Taw to poy a poll tax of two days work on tie roads each year 
but roads were still bad. 

in te apring of 1865 Ci.arlos Shelton was callbd on a mission to Canada. He £s ‘said 
to be the first missionexy from this county, That year also Moses Cluff built a canting 
machine building near tie gate tint oponed into the big field. And the machine proved a 
wonderful help to he peopls who had been carding the wool into rolls by hand for. so 


nany yearse Which was a very slow and tedious processes 


Quite z number of rew settlers had nedo hones in Round Valley and they named it 
Walisbueg efter Williem i, Well. Quito a mmber also hed settled down at the Charleston after 
Charles Shelton who is said to bave built tie first Louse there. 
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yen and teams were sent back after immigrants but we do not know their names. Mueh work 
wag done on the Provo Canyon and other Canyon roads and also the road toward Salt Lake Citys 
There has been a question as to who represented this county first in the Uthh Legislature 
and a letter of inquiry was sent to the Secretary of the State of Utah some 3 weeks ago 
and no answer bas been received. J obn Grilk claims to know that Joseph S. Murdock vas 
the first. Others claim to know that William Me Wall was our first Representatives Up to this 
time and on to 1870 there was no regular government mail route to tiis county. Mail. however 
was brought probably twice a whtk in the sumer time from William He Kimball's Ranch. to 
Heber. Isaac 0. Wall carried it on horse backe No Mail in the winter at all. 

It was in the fall of 1865 thab the Black Hawk wor started in Sanpete County, It kas 
been said that a drunken man pulled an Indian off his horse and that it was the cause of 
tie Indians going on the warpath. This Indian was the son of Arrapohoe a chief who had just 
dicd and it made the Indians mad and was made a protext for starting a war in which 70 
white people were killed. A chicf named Black Hawk wa their leader in the war however in the 
spring of 1866 a larger mmber of teams and men were sent after immigrants that years 
Robert Duke , Josep h Moulton, Orson Hicken, F.A. Fraughton, Ross Boren, George Me Giles 
and Martin Oaks went that year we believe the Indians started in the spring to make 
raids in Sanpete a:d Sevior Counties and killed several none Tho settlers in turn organized 
in conpanies and followed and killed some Indians and then the war was on in earneste The 
Torritorial Millitia vere called out to go to Sanpete and Sevier to help the people to 
defend thenselves and their stock and if possibke stop the ware Knowing that this valley 
was noar the Indian Reservation and that the Indians would be sure to make raid on our 
stock Colonel Robert Te Burton and David J Ross were sent here to organkze May 265 1866 
and enroll all the available men in this valley into companies with all the officers necessary . 
to put them in shape to protect themselves and their animals. Aftor Colonal Burton had app- 
ointed all the necessary officers and given them their authority to act he called the 7 
mon together in a hollow square and said now your are orgenized on a war footing do ` 
your best to defend yourselves and your stock. Bprton was sent here by Daniel H. Wells 
wio was at tie head of tle Territorial Miliitda a> appeol had ben made to the United States 
Army to quell this uprising by General Wolls but he was told the Territorial Miljitia 


would have to defend the people. Jobn W. Witt was appointed Major of all the Millita 
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in the county and Charles Wilelen Adjutsnt. Wie H Wall Captain of Cavalry Company a Major 


of infantry Join Hemilton and Jon Crook adjutant. Thomas Todd Captain of Company B Inféntry 
Le Silver Grey company with Join Gallighor Captain and Wm. P.e Reynolds adjutant . The 
lildvay cavalry company with Sidnoy Epperson captain and the Infantry company with Ira Jabob 

as Captain. The Cente? and Wollsburg peoplb were order to move to Heber and the charleston 
poople to nove to Midway and new location of the 2 Snake Crbtk settlenents. This was kept 

up for 2 years and until tho wir was over. On the 27th of May 1866 a company of 24 men under 
Captain Wn. He Woll with 3 wagons loaded with supplies started for the Reservations They also 
tool: about a hundred head of beef cattle as a present from Pres. Young to be given to the 
Indians as a penco offering if tioy would accept them and stop tle ware But if not to give 
thon the cattle anyway and toll tlom the Mormans wanted peace and did not went to kil 1 any 
oz tie Indians but be good friends, Perbops a few extracts from a speech delivered by 

Joseph McDonald who was one of the mon who went at a reunion of the Indian wr Veterans 
heldat the Turnors Hall in 1908 will explain the situation at that time. He said ke was. 

one of tlo men who went with Captain Wall to deliver those cattle to tie Indians and they 
arrived at tle Agoncy Block houses on the west fork of the Duchesne river all rigit and 

found 2 or 3 goverment men tiore but very few Indians mostly squawse Rlack Hawk and his wor 
vious were farther south, An Indian runner wes sent to tell him thet Captain Wall and . 
kis men hed bro git a herd of cattle as a present from Pross Young with his best wishes 

and that .e hoped the Indians would accept them and make peace and all be good friends 

agains Chief Tabby who had alimys boen friendly and peaceable hed been persuaded by the 

otier Indians that they had been greatly wronged and he told Captain Wall when he came in to 
tie Agency tiat Le was mad and tlat he thought it would be good for bleed to run and that it . 
wes going to run when his Indians cano in and he warned then to prepare for trouble. Brother 
NcDonald said when Captain Wall told tien what Tabby said they went to work to prepare 
tLesselves as quickly as possible and that it was vondorful what a few men could do to protect 
their livos in a very ol.ort time. A woll wes dug close by so they could got water and wit! 

a largeaugor thoy bored port Loles in one ‘side of the Block house so they could shoot 

t rough t.om if nocd be to defond tiensolves. Then they built a strong corrall around 

the cattle eldse by so that tle Indians cou 1d not take then by forces This condition 

lested sore 3 dayse Tiley learned too that tie Indians had taken all their squaws and 
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enong the ceders and f nally t: ey cano to a standstill, Chic? Tabby then sent an Indian 


to tell us he ws coming quickly wit!. ten or twelve Indians and that he could. not stop then 
from shooting until we were alliilled, We told him to tell Tabby wo were ready and if they 
come to fig:.t we would shoot t om. There wore 275 Indians close by and they circled around | 
tle Agents cabin a few feet awaye Tabby got off bis horse and went into thet cabin, Whilb 

he was in there an Indian shouted cnd a11 the Indians ran into tle cedars again, Captain i 
Wall tien said I'11 go to the other cabin and talk to Tabby and don't any of you go out 

while I am gone and don't lbt any Indians in here. He talked for 3 hours with Tebby and i 
agrecd to meet him again tie next morning to decide whether it was to bo peace or Ware Next 
morning Tabby brought sone Indisns witi: him and Ceptain Wall talked with them nearly all day. | 
Finally Tabby said he wowa make peace if we would kill a man in Sanpete named Sloane Wall | 
of Course would not agres to this and after some more talk he agreed to take the cattle and nake | 
peace as far as he was concerned. T!at evening it ws my turn to stand guard and the Indians 
began to shout and yell as they stood around around their carp fire and all seemed to be 
very much excited. I reported to Captain Wall that t ey surely intended to kill us, When 
Tabby heard tlis ke went to their campfire and said vhat's the matter with you Indiens you 
know I have made peace with the Mormons, stop your shouting. ‘Tabby told us in going home 


shoot us as he could hardly restrain them right there. When we cot home we learned that the 

people had become alañmed on account ef our long absence. A comp any hed been formed and 

were ready to starb oub to find us as agreed on before wa left Heber if we did not return in fi 

a reasonable time we had becn pone 12 doys. Our men at that time risked their own lives but j 

all proved brave a:d true. 
Co lonol lead Indian Agent went out with us and he rather encouraged the Indians in f 

not taking the cattle as a present from Brigham Young anā even tried to buy the cattle 

for tie govornment and let }im give then to the Indians but Captain Wall said no six you 

can't buy t. œm t cy aro Mormon cattle and if they eat them they will eat Mormon beefs 

Anot. er thing t: at caused anxiety in the minds of tle people in Heber while these men were 

gone is this. On their way out they lad stoppod to eat in Strawberry valley and had t4ed 


their horses with the saddles on them to trees and thelr guns tied to the saddles. Ons horse

triedeto roll over and the gun on its saddle was dischared-and the. bullet killed. the horse 


and wounded anotlor in t ¢ shovldor so it could not be usede So it was turned loose and . 
in a day or two came to leber in that condition, Not tnowing how it happened some thought 
wo had sure} been attacked by the Indians and may be all killed es the horse came home alone. 
aud it was known to be Jokm Acombts horse that was known by nearly every body, The name 
of these men deserve to bo remembered they are Wh. M Wall, Joseph McDonald, George Carlile, 
Wa. Be Sessions, Hiram Oakes, Joseph Cele Carroll, George B omer, Nymphus Murdock, Wna Forman 
Stenley Davis, Stephen Teylor, Patrick Carroll, Alma Nuntington, Wm. Giles Jre Ephraim Van 
Wagoner, Edwin Brunson, Jot Reboy, Zele Bates, Emanuel Richman, James Carlile, John Acomb!s 
and Stephen Moore. As toamstors BeA. Morriz, Willard Carroll and Isaac 0, Wall Indien 
Agent Head also went and camo back with thom, Chlef Tabby probable did whet he could to 
restrain the Indians but the Young Indian warriors all preforred to follow Black Hawk and 
tley kept stealing and killing for 2 yoarse 

Another exidition was sent out with supplies for the Indians in duly 1866, They 
delivered flour, bacon, sugar and other thingse Sew very fow Indians and had no troubtes 
They wero gone $ days. John Yamilton was in charge. It was while this company was gone that 
Thomas Randley's oxen and a cow were takon out of his corrall in Heber by Indias, These 
fudiang had cone over the ridge from the Reservation the day before and our Scouts had seon 
L eir horse tracks and came to lebor to report even before the Indians had really stolen 
the cattle and men were under orders to yo out in partics of 4 mon and to start so + hoy 
could get into the hills beforo day lighb and if possibele capture the Indians, Knowing 
thei» purpose was to steal and perhaps }:il1 somebody, While our mon were preparing that 
evening the Indians cane right into Hebr ad drove off Han@leyts oxen and a cowe The men 
went out as order an horseback and ono of the parties struck the trail of the Indians 
driving the cattle. Andrew Ross, Joseph Parker, Isaac Cummings, and Sidney Carter were the 
nen that followed the trail righ: over the ridge and away down on tho Duchogne rivers They 
suu noke In a bunch of trees aud left their horscs and crawled up carefully and saw and Indian 
citing on the cow which had teen killed and they shot him dead. Two other Indians started 
to run and they wounded on but both got away. Our men thentook the horse the Indians hed 


riddon end the oxen and kot back towards hone knowing that more Indians were not far offe 
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Toms Eardley was in one of tho Farties ordered out and was vory mich surprized to 
goo Lis oxon brought up from iie Duci-seno by these mene l 

Sohn Ramdilton was ajor of the Infantry corpandos and John Crook was Adjutant and ko 
it was le who wote practically all te rolls of Officers and men from the orginal copies, 


Also 211 the information ve Lave with rogard to these expeditions and the Indjan troubles ines 


cerly days in this valley. Wu. Wall was a ffverite leader with his men in those expeditions 


cod ves also respected by the Indians es e. breve men. While the Cevelry did most of the 
Lex of oxpedition work the Infantay did most of tle guarding puliding stockades and ett. 

Hon were not allowed to go inio the Canyons without being in a company of ten or more 
and one pleced on guard, Whon ever it wes necessary to call the men tcgether the drum 
wes being beat was the signal for ell to cathor on the public square which was then on John 
Wa Witts blocl:. Tuere is where they met to drill also at times and got instructions. Men 
wore weguived to stand guard quite often ard were liable to be called away from home 
enyoie. Those vere days of dread an! a .xsiety for women perhaps ever nore then the men, 
loving that tieir hushands and sons ere contirually exposed to dangor. 

Reports were coming bere every fow days of no:. being killed by the Indians jn Sanpete 
or Sevier couniies and stock being run off, x 

Bishop Josepl: S. Mu-dock is entitled to much credit for the work he did at that time. 
Le wes well a:d favorably knoy amorg the Indians on account of hic having raised an Indian 
girl a à married hure Ue used every influenco in his powor to got in touch with the Indians 
ad persuade thea to neke peace and stop their stealing and killing the Mormons who were 
seally tcoir best frionds, In 1367 he nanoged in someway to got in touch with Tabby and 
& Low of the maller chiefs and invited them to come to Heber ard bring their sqvaws and 
pavooses w.th them and Tabby. Doujtdas Fokawanor and aig other India s come and brought the 
scteis and papooses. An ox was killed divided among them and a big feast prepared in a bovery 
Wilt on the lots owned by Elizabeth Carroll later. They all seemed to enjoy the feast and 
Wont, bagi. to tho vogervation fooling pood and carry:ug a parb of the buef elso flours bacon 
end other good things with chen.

Then kept butliing farther west and the two ratlrosds met at the Pronontozy 
al the north end of Utai ts Inland ses, Joscph Murdock who hed been our Representative to the 
Utah Le islature having movod amy Abram Iletch wag elected to take his place, Wile he wag 
our Hepresontative moyoment wms put on Poot to change tle boundaries of Wasatch County on the 
Soubhkend on t:e North. 

Tle Ontario mino had keen dinccvered and some other ninss ard tho Summit Courty people 
es.ed that their county be extended south to Provo river nt th Hailstone ranch so as to 
talu dn all that range of mowr'aing. And Uheh County asled their north bountary be changed 
to pive nore rence for the stock from the Nor'h fork of Provo river up to Deer Creek. Each cout 
nty lad cathered considerable strongt in support of treir elaims and of course Representative 
lin.ch fought against both chanres but is argunonts scened of no avail, Finelly Le got the 
cloor again and said "Gentlemen it seens xy protests :ro all in vain but wə of Wasatch 
County will have the satisfaction of being in a similar condition to the Bevior who was 
crucified botween two thefvese This little speach won tho day and the boundaries were not 
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changed, If tiey bad been wo would not bava the Park Utah mine in our county that is such 
a great help in many ways. 

About 1870 Bishop Hatch become Probate Judgo of Wasatch County and held that office 
rany yearse He was a very strong advocate for improvements of all kinds that were for 
tedlding and bottermont of tie eaunmity ke ured the people to build better and more con» 
venicnt homes. To make bettor roads and cet better teams and wagons and he especkally 
favored hatter schools for the childron. 

A echel from tho Provo River had been telked of bofore he eae but little had beon 
done towards building 1t and be hod t o canal surveyed high enough to bring the water into 
the mill pord ond he agreed to kalp build the canal for the use he would get of it for the mill 
end of course cvorybody was urged to Lulp cn the canal which has been a groat benefit to th 
citizens of Echer and vicinity e 
hile Dislop Hatch was in the Logiclature he introduced the bill that gavo us free 
schools and also the bill giving the franchise to women. Fo also sot a geod example in planting 
fiuit troes ans ckede trees. Mowover Jokn Crook, Fred Giles and Janos Sharks had planted 
frvit trees before Bishop Hatch came. W illien Chatwin and J. Je Sholton wero b he chicf 
sckool teachers in those carly youre
